Italy is probably the aost influenced by the position of Switserlaod for not only 
is Italy surrounded by four aeaa, but because of Switserland in the north, the Italian 
armies oan sore east or west but not straight north. Ihls aakeo Italy a veritable is- 
land, such like England, but she only starts with one fleet and not two* Italy's sain

tanee, France i» not t^^ a buffer, Italy will hardly 

be surprised „ 

Though only the saalleat part of Austria-Hungary's western border is on the Swiss 
border, the neutrality of Switserland alters the view that Austria oust take. While 
Austria's initial throat is southward to pick up the supply center* of Greece and Ser- 
bia, aha oan never folly taka her eyes off the Italian aray at Venit*, J*y aovihg the 
IA Ven~ayr and IA Ho»-Ven 9 thft Italians can place enoutfi leverage against Trieste that 
a block tgr the Austrian amy at Vienna would not be enough to keep the Italians out. 
This place* almost an essential agreeaent for Austria with Geraany to help block Italian 
sovenenta into Tyxolia or at worst, keep the Geraane froa supporting the Italians, 

For the French, Switaerland sight easily be called a blessing, in the first year 
or two, France can take the eosfort of moving her aray at Httnellls* to Spain and not 
have to worry about an Italian land invasion. Thua, Swit«erland acts «a a block or a 
"fourth aray* for Franco. Unleaa France totally ignores Marseille* and aoves all of 
his armies northward, Italy can not capture Marseilles by land attack only, mainly as a 
result of a lack in tactical advantage. Therefore, Italy aust bulla fiesta to lend sup- 
port to land attacks. However, this can aso be blocked as in the following example*
